JAxciLof tha t e a r l i e r history has been, recorded in the p a r t y ' s vic tory in 
1986, iit the lawsuit against the government and various federal agencies. 
Similar v io l a t i ons , subsequent to that date are also well recorded sometimes 
on a low ebb and o thers on the r i s e . After the passage of the 2001 USA 
Pat r io t Act,, the Committee finds, i t s e l f even more susceptible to probes 
by government agencies and right-wing and ext ra- legal groups for r e t a l i a t i o n 
and persecution* and finds i t s e l f jus t i f i ed on the basis , o f the r i g h t to 
privacy and also i t s small s i ze , to r e t a in the confident ia l i ty of i t s contributors,
